SAN FRANCISCO — A 
professional firm is inten- 
Sifying its efforts to recruit 
and interview applicants for 
the position of Albany city 
administrative officer. 

Of 40 applicants thus far, 
about 15 have been re- 
cruited by Korn Ferry In- 
ternational’s office in San 
Francisco. 

Korn Ferry was hired 
after the coun¢til majority 
forced the resignation of 
City Administrator James 
Turner, claiming Turner 
was out of step with the ci- 
ty’s “new directions.” 

Norm Roberts, Korn 
Ferry vice president, com- 
mented, “‘We hopeto recruit 
several additional applic- 
ants soon.” 

Roberts will present a 
preliminary verbal prog- 
ress ae to the city coun- 
cil at the July 18 meeting, 
and the final written report 
will be submitted July 25. 

“Of all the applicants, we 
willrecommend from five to 
seven candidates, not listed 
according to rank,” Roberts 
said. 

The Korn Ferry screening 
process will relieve the 
council of the arduous pro- 
cess of evaluating all 
pda pe leaving the city 
officials with the final selec- 
tion from the top-rated can- 
didates. 

Although magazine ad- 
vertising mentioned a June 
24 deadline, Korn Ferry will 
continue to receive applica- 
tions until July 18. An out- 
standing applicant would 
receive consideration even 
a day or two after that, 
Roberts said. 

The company’s screening 
will be influenced by a “‘pro- 
file’ of the preferred new 
city administrator, based 
upon Roberts’ interviews of 
all council members.

ALBANY — Local rep- 
resentatives of the Bureau 
of the Census will conduct a 
survey of employmentin the. 
Albany area during the 
work week of July 18-23, 
John E. Tharaldson, direc- 
tor of the Bureau’s Regional 
Office in Seattle, announced 


today. 
The survey is conducted 
for the U.S. Department of 


Labor in a scientifically de- 
signed sample of appros- 
mately 70,000 households 
throughout the United 
States. Employment and 
unemployment statistic 
based on results of this sur- 
vey are used ‘to provide a 
continuing measure of. the 
economic health of the Na- 
tion. 

For example, in May the 
survey indicated that of the 
97.2 million men and women 
in the civilian labor force, 
90.4 million were employed. 
The Nation’s unemploy- 
ment rate was 6.9 percent, 
virtually unchanged from 
the 7.0 percent recorded in 
April and substantially 
below the recession peak of 
8.9 percent reached in the 
second quarter of 1975. 

Information supplied by 
individuals participating in 
the survey is kept strictly 
confidential by law and the 
results are used ea to 
compile statistical totals.

Mrs. Alvarez has a sys- 
tem in her laundery that al- 
lows her to save the rinse 
water for use in the garden. 

“Sure, it’s a bother,’* said

He treats any inconveni- 
ences of conservation very 
lightly, saying, “It-has to be 
done, 

“We don’t make a big deal 
out of it and we don’t feel it 
changes our way of -living 
very much. Working for the 
water. district, I know what 
the supply is and, well, we 
just do what has to be done, 
to make it last.” 

If the family used a full 
allotment for a five- 
member household, their 
consumption would be 290 

allons per day. The 61 gal- 
ons they use is only about 21 
percent of that allotment — 
a great example of water 
saving by an employee of 
the local water supplier, a 
man who knows.

rected by the EBRPD 1973 
Master Plan which is calcu- 
lated to provide outdoor re- 
creation facilities to match 
the widely divergent desires 
of East Bay residents.

Dear Sir: 

It‘ is with considerable 
concern that I have viewed 
recent political events in 
Albany. Specifically, the re- 
call campaign against our 
three council members Pat 
Griffin, Mike Gleason and 
Joyce Jackson represents 
what to me is a very mis- 
guided effort which could ul- 
timately do much harm to 
our city.

ummer rainmaking prog- 
ram, aimed at easing some 
drought impacts in the 
late, is being started this 
month by the California De- 
partment of Water Re- 
sources (DWR). 


Three twin-engine planes 
will seed clouds which form 
qver the Sierra Nevada 
fom Merced River north, 
ihe Coast Range from Lake 
County north, the Klamath 
Mountains, the Cascade 
Rnge, and the Kern River 
watershed. 


If the seeding is success- 
ful it will reduce fire danger 
ad damge, provide more 
Moisture to drought- 
Weakened vegetation, in- 
trease streamflows for 
livestock, fish and wildlife, 
iid increase soil moisture. 
little or no runoff into re- 
fervoirs is expected im- 
mediately but fall rain 
nnoff willl be increased.

ay water use. 

“Tn order to avoid cuttin 
water use next year beyon 
the current goal of 35 per- 
cent, however, it is neces- 
sary for our customers’ to 
continue their excellent 
achievement in saving wa- 
ter,’’ EBMUD General 
Manager John S. Harnett in 
his report to the utility dis- 
trict board of directors, 
said. 

Harnett pointed out that 
although the unusual snows 
that fell in the Mokelumne 
River watershed in May 
also provided an extra 
“cushion”? in EBMUD’s 
ar cg ans for a con- 
tinuation of the drought, no 
change in EBMUD ration- 
ing is now anticipated. 

e stressed the impor- 
tance of careful, cautious 
advance papi , em- 
phasizing the desirability of 
providing for next year in 
case the state suffers a third 
year of drought. 

“Although a few other 
water agencies may choose 
to lift their rationing prog- 
rams,’’ Harnett com- 
mented, ‘‘this is due to diffe- 
rent policies regarding 
maintenance of future su 
ply or differences in supply 
sources. 


“Our water rationing 
program is working well,” 
EBMUD Board President C. 
R. Hitchcock stated, ‘‘with 
almost all of our customers 
responding satisfactorily to 
the demands forced upon us 
by the drought. Our system 
will be in good shape for the 
rest of this year and even 
through next year, if our 
customers continue their 
current rate of conserva- 
tion. 

“The financial picture for 
the utility district is a little 
uncertain because of the dif- 
ficulty of forecasting .con- 
sumption patterns for the 
rest of the year, but it does 
appear to be sound. Our 
drought-related rate in- 
crease earlier this year pro- 
vided at least partially for 
the loss of revenue resulting 
from lower consumption 
and for the extra expenses 
forced upon us by the 
drought. If we are success- 
ful in obtaining a combined 
federal grant and loan for 
drought expenditures 
amounting to $7.5 million 
we may very well not need 
any further water rate ad- 
justments for the rest of the 
year.
